Checking up here and there in the Borough, over the 
phone to friends with whom one could be personal in an 
impersonal way (but only because a good reason came up 
for doing so), there seems to be little doubt that more 
Narberth residents are going to church in a rather regular 
manner than has. been the case since the war ended. 

Some of those who had resumed the practice wanted 
to talk at some length as to why they did, but in most such 
cases there did not appear to be any particular realization 
of anything more than a mere formalism. Others, more 
basically informed, were intelligible in their new convictions. 

Several stressed the manner in which the Narberth 
Presbyterian Church had gained in membership and said 
that a larger edifice was a matter of immediate importance. 
The impressive things reported of the Calvinist pastor and 
his excellent capabilities made this reporter wonder why 
the pleasure of meeting him has been so long delayed and 
it is hoped the reverend gentleman will soon be crossing this 
path. 

From what was heard, all the local churches are aware 
of the increased interest and it might be worth-while if 
Mr. Gallup would poll the nation to determine how many 
adults have resumed their church-going, perhaps, in large 
measure, to gain a clearer perspective of what it is that ails 
the world and to learn what can be done, by spiritual means, 
to rescue a harassed humanity from its present chaos. And,

Ban on Attorneys 
Upheld by Court 

The right of Philadelphia law- 
yers to practice in Montgomery 
County was denied by the County 
Court in a test case ruling last 
Thursday. 

Presideht Judge Harold G. 
Knight rejected a petition for an 
order of mandamus sought by 
Wendell B. Stewart, of 20 Radcliffe 
Rd., Bala-Cynwyd, to compil Pro- 
thonotary Earl B. Bechtel to list 
Stewart as counsel in an action 
filed last. January. 

Knight held that the fact that 
Stewart has been admitted to 
practice by the State Supreme 
Court and is a member of the Phil- 
adelphia bar does not entitle him 
to practice in Montgomery County. 
(The suit Is aimed at what Phila- 
delphia attorneys have called the 
"closed shop" system maintained 
in Montgomery County, under 
which only lawyers whose prin- 
cipal office is in the county are ad- 
mitted to the county bar. 

In ruling on Stewart's case, 
Judge Knight said tint the rule? 
of the court require that all attor- 
neys desiring to practice in Mont- 
gomery County declare their inten- 
tion to maintain their principal of- 
fice* there, be approved by the 
county law examiners and be ad- 
mitted to the bar in open court. 

"Stewart made no attack on any 
of our rules, nor does he contend 
that any of them are unreason- 
able," Knight said. "He simply ig- 
nores them as void and invalid as 
far as he is concerned".
